WE 3 - Wehaye yated qur own Rights 
Za' andtheKings Duty: No doubr 
there+.,is a Relative Duty bc- 
tween a King and SbujeRs;Obc- 
dience from a Subje toa King, 
protection from a King to His. The preſent unhappy 
diſtance between people His Majeſty and the Parlia- 
ment, makes the whole Kirgdome ſtand amazed, ina 
fearfull expectation of diſmall Calamities to fall upon 
it : It deeply and con{cionably concernes this houle to 
compoſe and ſetle theſe threatring , ruining diſtracti- 
ons. Mr. Speaker, I am touched, Iam picrced with an 
:pprehenſion of the Honour of the Houſe,and ſucceſſe 
of this Parliament. The beſt way to give a ſtopto thele 
deſperate imminent milchiets is, to make a faire way 
for the Kings return hither , It will likewiſe give beſt 
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ſatisfaRtion to the People, and will be our beſt Juſih- - 
cation. Mr. Speaker, that we may the better confider is 
the condition we are now in, let us ſet our [elves three K

poflefſton of it, we doe not enjoy it, although his Ma-

Therfore Sir, let us beware we do not contend for 
iuch a hazardous unſafe; ſecurity, as may endanger the 
loſſe of what-we have already;let us not think we have 
nothing, becaufe we haye notall we defire;and though 
we had, yet we cannot make a Mathematicall ſecurity, 
All humane Caution is Suſceptible of corruption and 
failing ; Gods providence will not be bound, ſuccefſe 
muſt bee his ; he that obſerves the wind and rain,ſhall 
neither ſow nor reap ; if he doe nothing till he can ſe- 
cure the weather, he will have but an ill harveſt. 

Mr. Speaker, it now behoves us to call up all the 
wiſedome we have about us, for we are at the very 
brink of combuſtionand confuſion : If bloud once be- 
ginto touch bloud, we ſhall preſently fall into a cer- 
rain miſcric, and muſt attend an uncertaine ſucceſlc, 
God knowes when, and. God knowes what. Every 
man here is bound in conſcience to- employ his utter- 
moſt endeavours to prevent the effuſion of bloud ; 
bloud isa crying finne, itpollutes a Land  letus fave | 
our Liberties,and our Eſtates;as we may ſave our fouls 
toe, NowThave clearely-delivered mine own con- 
ſcience,I leavecvery man treely to his.
